Riviera Eighth Graders Run Poor Second 
io Computer in Figuring Space Problems

Students In two Riviera Ele­ 
mentary School eighth grade 
classes entered the battle of man 
vs. machine recently and came 
out a very poor second. The 
classes weren't surprised, how­ 
ever, since they expected to lose.

In figuring several complex 
outer space problems, students 
in Mrs. Irma Wilson's and Ron­ 
ald Hall's classes competed with 
an electronic computer. It took 
a cooperative effort of the class 
to complete the Avork in 21 
hours. It took the computer 
about eight seconds.

The "race" was run through 
a parent, Jam«« Harlan, who is 
employed by Shell Chemical. He 
arranged for the students to 
compare the accuracy and time 
of their work with the Shell elec-

t.he class an insight into the 
workings of the computer.

Student mathematical concepts 
got a real workout as students 
pondered the fact that Plutc is 
3,680,000,000 miles from the sun, 
that light, travels 669,613,824 
miles per hour, and that a rocket 
would have to tarvel more than 
25,300 miles an-hour to escape 
from earth's gravity. With fpcts 
like these in mind, the students 
had to figure out:

1. What is the closest distance 
between the earth and each of 
the other ,eight planeta in the 
Solar System?

2. What is the least time, in 
both days and years, that it 
would take a rocket ship to go 
from earth to each planet?

3. What is the shortest time
Ironic computer. He also gave that light would need to travel

to the earth from each planet?
4. What is the distance be­ 

tween each planet arfd the earth 
when they aj-e at right artgles to 
the sun?

In presenting his report on 
the Computer, Harlan stressed 
the need for good mathematics, 
since the computer must be 
the right information to comt 
up with the right answers. Al­ 
though machines can do a prob­ 
lem before a human can coiunt 
to ten, the humans still must 
learn how to operate it and give

said.
The project arose through re­ 

ports on the binary system of 
mathematics made by Harlan's 
daughter, Patricia, and John Kel-| 
lev.

Planned

Faced with mounting enroll­ 
ments which indicate a student 
Ixxly clow to 20,000 by 1966, the 
F/l Camino College Board of 
Trustees moved to imcrease the 
present campus by acquisition of 
approximately 14 acres of addi­ 
tional land.

The land to be purchased is 
situated south of the present El 
Camino campus and is bounded 
by 164th Street and Hedondo 
Bench Blvd., on the north, Cren­ 
shaw Blvd., 0*1 the east and the 
Dominffuez Flood Channel on 
the west and south.

Due to conflicting interests in 
the ownership of the parcel, the 
Trustees passed a resolution 
authorizing the County Counsel 
to institute condemnation pvo- 
ccodings. Value of the land will 
be established by the courts.

With the addition of this.land, 
the El Cam!no campus will be 
increased to slightly over 104 
acres, aocorddng to college offi­ 
cials. The present campus of 90 
acres was secured in 1947 from 
the County of Los Angeles with­ 
out cost to the college district, 
chiefly through the efforts of 
the late Raymond V. Darby, at 
that time Chairman of the Coun­ 
ty Board.
